An Act to amend an Act passed in the Session 
of Parliament held in the Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Years of the Reign of Her present Alajesty 
Qneeu Victoria, intituled “ An Act for convert- 
“ ing the renewable Leasehold Tenure of Lauds 
“ in Ireland into a Tenure in Fee.'’ 

W HEREAS by an Act passed, in the Session of Poi-liament Preamble, 
held in the Twelfth and Thii’tecnth Years of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled “ An i2&i3Vict. 
“ Act for converting the renewable Leasehold Tenure of Lands in 
5 “ Ireland into a Tenure in Fee,” (after certain Enactments and Pro- 
visions therein contained) it was provided and enacted, that whei-e the 
Estate into which the Reversion from the Osvner of which a Grant 
should be required as therein aforesaid would be converted upon 
such Grant under the Provisions therein-before contained would not 
]'0 afford full Compensation for the Loss of such Reversion, or of any 
Power, Benefit, or Advantage incident thereto or exercised or enjoyed 
by or on . behalf of the Owner thereof, under any Local or Personal 
Act of Parliament, Charter, Settlement, or otherwise, the Owner of 
such Reversion might require such Loss to be compensated by such 
15 an Addition in respect thereof to the Fee-farm Kent to be made 
payable under such Grant, or, at the Option of the Owner of such 
663, Reversion, 
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ilcversioD, by the Payment of such gross Sum of Money, ^ (the 
Amount in either Case to be ascertained as therein-after mentioned 
in case the Pailies should di£Fer about the same,) as v?ould aiford 
a full Compensation for such Loss, to be ascertained according to 
the Difference in marketable Value: And whereas Doubts are enter- 5 
tained as to the Intent and Meaning of the recited Proviso and 
Enactment contained in the said Act of Parliament passed in the 
Twelfth and Thirteenth Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty 
in certain Cases, and it is proper that such Doubts should be removed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 10 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
aud Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Ue^ersions Authority of the same. That where under the Provisions of the said
